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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fienberg in view of Gerow. 

The patent to Fienberg discloses an instant-win lottery game comprising a 
plurality of playing cards 10 having one or more game symbols 18 displayed thereon 
and a master game card 12. The master game card and the plurality of playing cards 
have displayed thereon have number symbols 18, 30 for establishing eligibility of one or 
more selected game players. A number e.g. "113" on the master game card and on the 
plurality of playing cards identifies selected game players. The master game card 
further including award identifying means displaying a plurality of award values 36, 40. 
The award is covered by a concealing means 38. The concealing means is removed to 
determine the award. A jackpot 42, 44 is established. The master game card has an 
accumulated jackpot 46. 

The patent to Gerow teaches that it is known in the instant-win lottery games for 
a lottery playing card 42 to identify one game player a the winner an accumulated 
jackpot by selectively removing a concealing means and revealing if a game player has 
won the jackpot, see three cherry symbols. In view of such teaching, it would have 
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been obvious to incorporate a second award identifying means to Fienberg's lottery 
game to determine who wins the accumulated jackpot 46. Determining where exactly to 
place the second award identifying means, concealed on the master game card 12, or 
concealed on a playing card 10 would have been a casino business decision which is 

always obvious in the art. 

In regard to the claimed "when the accumulated jackpot amount equals a 
exceeds a predetermined maximum amount and is not awarded to at least one of the 
selected game players identified by the identifying means" in claim (1), line (24-26), this 
statement is considered a game rule. In game apparatus claims, only the claimed 
elements having physical structure, (e.g. playing card, master card, selectively 
removable means, etc. ) are given patentable weight. Game rules, however, have no 
physical structure per se. Thus, game rules have no limiting affect in game apparatus 
claims.
